Pan-African no show

The man who was to appear in 
opposition with the first secretary 
of the South African embassy has 
opted not to come. 

Near the end of Tuesday's rally of 
the Alliance Against Apartheid, 
spokesman Malcolm Thomas an- 
nounced that Pan-African Council 
Representative Ezrom Mokgakala 
had “in solidarity with us in order 
not to legitimize the actions of the 
GSA executive or of the South 
African government has said...’1 will 
not come.” 

On Wednesday, the GSA’s V.P. 
internal Steven Mather made the 
official announcement that Mok- 
gakala had reconsidered and de- 


clined the invitation to speak on 
Friday, a day after first secretary 
Garritt Pretorius was to have his 
own forum. 

Mather said that Mokgakala had 
chosen to cancel his appearance 
“because his speaking might be 
seen by some as a legitimization of 
the pro-apartheid stance of the 
South African government.” 


Mather noted that Mokgakala 
stated, “he was deeply disappointed 
that he would be unable to speak 
on Friday because he felt it was 
important for someone with a solid 
understanding of the South African 
situation to present an alternative 
position to that of the South African 


government.” 

Mokgakala told the GSA the main 
reason for his cancellation was that 
he had been receiving many phone 
calls from the black community, 
mostly from the Alliance Against 
Apartheid, asking him not to speak. 


The GSA does not have another 
speaker scheduled to represent the 
anti-apartheid stance. GSA council 
voted two weeks ago that an anti- 
apartheid speaker should be invited 
to debate Pretorius. 


Mather noted that an invitation 
to the African National Congress 
representatives in Toronto was also 
declined.

Rally fails to sway 
GSA on speaker

About 300 people rallied behind 
the Power Plant Tuesday during a 
protest against the GSA’s speaking 
invitation to the first secretary of 
the South African Embassy in 
Ottawa. 

Between occasional chants of 
"Fight it, don’t invite it!” an 
"Rescind the invitation!”, speakers 
told the crowd that first secretary 
Garritt Pretorius did not deserve to 
speak on campus. 

“It is wrong for the University of 
Alberta, with its position of author- 
ity in our community, to provide a 
sounding board for a racist and his 
criminal views,” said Malcolm 
Thomas, a spokesman for the Alli- 
ance Against Apartheid. 

Another speaker, Joe Pillay, was 
exiled from South Africa in 1978. 
Saying he had "30 years of exper- 
ience in being oppressed, ”Pillay 
criticized the GSA’s* decision to 
invite Pretorius on the basis of 
freedom of speech. “His right to 


>, freedom of speech should be re- 


spected but who respects the rights 
and freedoms of the people of 
South Africa?” 

Marie Manyeh, a graduate stu- 
dent herself, said the issue of apar- 
theid did not deserve discussion. 
"This is racism...it is not an intel- 
lectual issue,” she said. Manyeh 
also felt the forum, planned for 
Thursday, would provide “an op- 
portunity for Pretorius and his 
clique to extort the changes taking 
place, if they are taking place, in 
South Africa.” 


Desegregating the beaches and 
ending laws about inter-racial mar- 
riages have had little effect on the 
country, said Manyeh, when “your 
family is being tortured and you 
can’t have basic human rights.” 

But the crowd's attempts to con- 
vince the GSA to cancel the speak- 
ing invitation did not accomplish its 
goal. Pretorius will speak and an- 
swer questions Thursday in the 
Tory turtle. The GSA have said it is 
important for Pretorius to speak as, 
in order to fight apartheid, the side 
of the South African government 
must be heard. 


The Alliance Against Apartheid 
has said that they will hold another 
rally Thursday outside the lecture 
venue. At Tuesday's rally Thomas 
said that there will be “another 
meeting Thursday night when Mr. 
Piggy Pretorius is here, and that’s 
when we are going to have our 
barbecue.” 

Despite hearing threats of vio- 
lence if Pretorius spoke from some 
individuals, GSA V.P. internal Steven 
Mather felt that they were made 
“in the heat of the moment.” 

Although he anticipates a gather- 
‘ing of protesters at the lecture 
theatre, GSA V.P. events Mike 
Nickel felt that “saner heads will 
prevail” and there shouldn't be 
safety problems. 

Nickel noted, however, that 
Campus Security and out-of-uni- 
form police would be there, as well 
as the GSA’s own workers to act as 
ushers.

Standing in the shadow of the 
Stadium Parkade, the Printing Ser- 
vices Building houses a massive 
press operation. The Printing Ser- 
vices department is the second 
largest-at.a Canadian university. 

Nearly a million dollars worth of 
paper is churned through the 
presses every year. The paper could 
cover a football field 28 times, but 
nobody has ever done that, because 
that would be a waste of a year’s 
worth of paper. 

Demand for press time is high, 
forcing the plant's six two-color 
presses to operate about 16 hours a 
day. A state of the art computer 
typesetting system is in place, and it 
has been used for productions like 

The Canadian Encyclopedia. 

Despite the generally modern 
equipment in place at Printing Ser- 
vices, one link to the past remains. 
Diplomas are still produced using 
hand-set type. 

At one time, Printing Services 
handled production of The Gate- 
way, and their equipment still has 
the capacity to do so. But in the 
1970s a dispute arose over editorial 
autonomy, and an outside printing 
company has been used ever since.

"We have been given a mandate 
by the University to reach a break- 
even budget,” said Dr. Wyn Gittins 
manager of Housing and Resi- 
dences. “I am apprehensive and 
concerned about reaction to the 
increases... however, we all know 
the cost of living is going up and we 
must make our income meet our 
expenses.” 

The proposed residence in- 
creases have assumed a general 
rate of inflation for Edmonton of 
five to six percent for 1989 and 
1990-90, as outline by a "Residence 
Rate Review” by David Bruch, 
manager of Housing and Food Ser- 
vices. 

The Council of Residence Asso- 
ciation (CORA) have discussed 
Davenport's surcharge and the resi- 
dence rate increases and are plan- 
ning several courses of action. 

"The first step being taken by the 
residence associations,” said John

Mark Fisher, SU Housing and Trans- 
port Commissioner, “is to conduct 
a letter writing campaign to Dr.

Fisher wants to see what kind of 
reaction the letter campaign will 
receive and hopes to see a demon- 
stration of support for the resi- 
dences by the students living there. 

As well, Fisher is aware of the 
University’s financial difficulties 
since both the provincial and fed- 
eral government have refused to 
commit government funds to aid in 
the renovations and upgrading of 
the university residences. However, 
he feels that the administration 
should be placing a higher priority 
on the importance of the residences 
to the University. 

Fisher and CORA will be meeting 
with Davenport on February 2 to 
formally discuss the rent increases 
and the proposed surcharge. The 
residence associations will be pre- 
senting written responses as well as 
making verbal presentations.

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OLRT overbudget but on track

All bids have come in over budget 
for construction of the campus LRT 
station, but work will go ahead as 


scheduled and the bus loop willbe - 


moved on January 28. 

According to Rod Heise, Man- 
ager of LRT Project Administration 
for the City of Edmonton Public 
Works Department, when bids 
were reviewed in early January, 
every one of them was higher than 
the proposed budget. 

The budget figures were calcu- 
lated four years ago, and according 
to Heise, “with those figures the 
bids came in as much as twenty 
percent over budget.” Hiese also 
stated, however, that this was not 
unexpected, 

"We don’t see a problem in 
awarding the contract,” said Heise. 
"At this time there is a severe 
demand for labour and materials. 


Because of this the engineers recal- 
culated the budget and now none 
of the bids are more than two 
percent over budget.” 

Work on the station was originally 
slated to begin next week, but due 
to the magnitude of the project, 
may not begin until February or 
early, March. Tim Brockelsby, Plan- 
ning Officer in the University’s Plan- 


ning and Development Department - 


said “it's safe to say that the schedule 
is going to be slightly changed.” 

Work on utilities and sewer relo- 
cation is being handled by separate 
contractors and will begin as sche- 
duled next week. 

One.student concern which has 
been raised in regard to the con- 
struction is the matter of the result- 
ing noise. Brockelsby stated that he 
is aware of the concern, but said 
that there would be no more than 
the regular interruptions that one 


would expect from construction 
and that an attempt would be made 
to keep it to a minimum. Work will 
proceed each day between the 
hours of 7:00 a.m. and 7:00 p.m. 

The bus loop will be closed on 
January 29 to all traffic, with the 
exception of a single lane for uni- 
versity service vehicles. This lane 
will close when construction on 
the LRT station begins. The reloca- 
tion of the bus loop will progress as 
planned regardless of the delayed 
construction as it is timed to coin- 
cide with Edmonton Transit’s regu- 
lar change-over period according 
to Brockelsby. 

The safety of the new bus stop 
location will be closely monitored 
by Edmonton Transit, and according 
to Brockelsby, some work to im- 
prove pedestrian safety has already 
been done, in the form of improved 
crosswalks.

Friendly plan proposed for collections

The Friends of the University of 
Alberta Museums are determined 
to find a workable alternative to the 
Timms Collection Centre, which 
was intended for the conservation 
and exhibition of university collec- 
tions. 

The Timms Collection Centre 
had been scrapped by the Univer- 
sity’s Board of Governors because 
of estimates well over budget, but 
as Charles Moore, chairman of the 
citizen’s group said, “no serious 


attempts were made to see if this 


could be solved...we hope the uni- 


versity provides enough space to 
save essential elements of the 
collection centre.” Moore further 
pointed out the lack of consultation 
on the University’s part with the 
collection or archive committees. 

Instead, the private funding will 
be put into the Timms Fine Arts 
Centre, which is needed to replace 
the current inadequate drama facil- 
ities in Corbett Hall. The theatre 
currently being used is under re- 
novations, but is only intended for 
temporary use, as eventually the 
room will be needed by Rehabi- 
litation Medicine.

John Schlosser, chairman of the 


Board of Governors pointed out 
the limitations on the numbers of 
dollars they have to work with. He 
claims-it is “not fair for further 
commit to something that doesn’t 
have a completely academic com- 
ponent, though some would say it 
did.” 

However, Moore called this

Schoisser saiu, they tiupe to ration- 
alize what we have’ in the available 
space. He even mentions the possi- 
bility of letting some other insti- 
tution display the collections al- 
though he stressed the importance 
of realizing what the University 
needs for research. One option 
being considered as a display area 
is the Provincial Museum. 


Moore hopes the University, 
“looks at our proposals and discusses 
with us the alternatives...if it de- 
velops favorably our role will be as 
a support group to publicize exhibi- 
tion space, set up endowment 
funds, provide lecture series, have 
tours for school children...to ba- 
sically encourage their appreciation 
and development for University 
and public use.” 


He also emphasized the signi- 
ficance for the collections in teach- 
ing and research. As Moore de- 
scribed it, “I can’t imagine many 
departments without specimens of 
some kind...they are the equivalent 
of a library.” 

Eloise Murray, dean of Home 
Economics, agrees that it would be 
“like taking laboratories away from 
Chemistry,” if the collections were 
not housed here. She also empha- 
sized a solution involving the re- 
sources available. 


the accident, his club “decided that 
we would start a fund to raise 
money through other students or 
engineers.”

"We're looking at the academic 
side,” said Schmidt. “We thought of 
buying a computer for him. It would 
help him both in doing papers and 
homework...and even for playing 
games in the hospital.”

An ideal system would 
cost about $5000, and the decision 
to buy depends on “how much 
hand control he gets back.”

He 
has recovered much of his arm 
movement, but is still confined toa 
wheelchair. ; 

One of Patsula’s few excursions 
outside the hospital was on January 
10th, when he watched the engi- 
neering “Skit Night.” At one point 
in the evening, the engineers took 
a break from the competition to 
hear Schmidt discuss the fund rais- 
ing Campaign. 

If all goes well, Patsula can be 
back at school in September. 
Schmidt said “our department 
chairman and the dean of Engineer- 
ing have voiced their attitude that 
they'll do whatever they can to 
make sure Rick gets through.” 

Schmidt said the short term fund 
raising isn’t the only project in the 
works. The Agricultural Engineers 
have also been working with Cam- 
pus Rec on the idea of setting up a 
scholarship program in Patsula’s 
name. 

The campaign will continue Fri- 
day afternoon, when the engineers 
sponsor a social, with proceeds to 
be given to the fund. Donations 
will also be accepted at the door.

GSA courage 


Applauded 


Much has already been said con- 
cerning the pros and cons of Garritt 
Pretorius’ visit to the U of A. Nothing 
I can say will change anyone’s mind 
on this emotive issue. Mr. Salik — 
once you’ve waded through his 
pathos-filled rhetoric — believes 
that the GSA is being naive in 
supposing that we can alter the 
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Basic freedoms barely escape GSA, ’geer debates 


In all that has been said during 
the past few weeks about freedom 
of speech, one point has escaped 
notice. There is a serious threat to 
our fundamental rights from an 

‘unlikely source: groups that were 
created to expand the rights of 
historically excluded segments of 
society. Two recent, well publicized 
controversies dramatize both the 
extent of this threat and the difficulty 
in meeting it effectively. 


The first was the campaign to 
prevent the appearance of South 
African diplomat Garritt Pretorius 
at a Graduate Students’ Association 
forum. Points against a ban have 
been made, in this space and else- 
where. Among them: that mean- 
ingful debate of apartheid, which 
can only expose its immorality, is 
impossible with one side unrepre- 
sented; that anti-apartheid groups 
will be given the opportunity to 
respond and thereby draw new 
attention to their cause; that an 
attempted defence, against probing

questioning, of institutionalized 
racism is certain to demonstrate 
how odious the policy is; and, most 
importantly, that Pretorius has a 
right to speak and the GSA have a 
right to listen. The GSA, quite cor- 
rectly and at considerable cost, 
defended its right. 


The second incident was the re- 
sponse of the administration of the 
Faculty of Engineering to the less 
than judicious conduct of a number 
of its students. After tasteless com- 


-ments in The Bridge and at Skit 


Night were used by the national 
media to make the U of A Geers 
out to be sexist boors, the Faculty 
decided it had to act to preserve its 
reputation. But instead of deman- 
ding apologies, issuing reprimands, 
or otherwise taking the offenders 
to task while recognizing their right 
to free expression, the administra- 
tion decided to deprive the students 
of their newspaper and one of their 
best known institutions. 


Both occasions represent extra- 
ordinary intrusions into freedom of 
speech.

But the freedom 
to say what is correct, tasteful, or 
generally agreed upon is no real 
freedom at all. Free speech exists 
only if we protect the right to say 
the outrageous as jealously as we

Surely this idea must be accepted at 
a university, an institution dedicated 
(we hope) to the pursuit of truth 
through the free exchange of ideas. 


Why, then, did free speech lose 
the second battle and only narrowly 
survive the first? Because we are 
prepared to shelve almost any other 
consideration in order to prevent 
the possibility of appearing to be 
racist or sexist. This, in itself, is 
positive. Prejudice of any kind is 
among the most serious impedi- 
ments to justice, freedom, and social 
progress, and is something we must 
strive ceaselessly to eradicate. But 
when the desire to appear progres- 
sive leads us to disregard our most 
fundamental principles, we must 
ask ourselves if we are being 
manipulated. 


There can be little doubt that the 
established organizations which 
speak on behalf of, and have won 
significant advances for, various tra- 


ditionally disadvantaged groups are 
aware of the power the mere sug- 
gestion of prejudice gives them. 
However, there is a danger that 
some may use highly emotional 
appeals against prejudice to distort 
debate for political ends entirely at 
odds with the preservation of basic 
liberties. In so doing they devalue 
the society they seek to improve 
and make themselves more fully 
members of. 


Freedom of expression, say both 
the theorists and the evidence fresh 
from the laboratory of glasnost, is 
the most important right, without 
which all others can amount to no 
more than temporary gifts of the 
authorities. We should make all 
possible allowances for its safe- 
keeping at the university, as we 
would at the national level. We 
should be thankful for the clear- 
sightedness of the GSA, and sorry 
for the lapse of the Faculty of 
Engineering. And, above all, we 
should be careful. 
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Leave it to Smith Corona to come 


up with a typewriter that offers all these

The first Canadian Senate 
election. 


The results came in. Reform Party candi- 
date, Stan Waters, with approximately 40% of 
the vote, had won. Reform had begun. 


Stan said he was half way there. He was a 
nominee. All that remained was the formal 
appointment. 

He is still waiting. 

But, assuming Waters is appointed — 
sometime — Senate reform will sweep 

' through the chamber. 


Not quite that fast. Waters has other, more 
pressing concerns on his agenda. To please 
his electorate, he must vote against the 
Goods and Services Tax and the Meech Lake 
Accord and try to convince the others in the 
chamber to do the same. One voice, one 
vote in 104. After that, then he can chat with 
the Senators about redesigning the chamber. 


He’ll have to talk to them about retiring 
too, for in the improved Senate, there will 
only be enough seats for 64 senators to 
return, six for every region except the terri- 
tories. Maybe he can talk some of the 36 left 
over from Ontario and Quebec into seeking 
election in Prince Edward Island or the 
Northwest Territories or Yukon where a few 
more positions will be created. 

But maybe Waters will not say this at all. 
Elected, equal, and effective have a nice ring 
to them, but maybe the Reform Party has its 
own idea of what form Senate reform should 
take. He never really did indicate just what

he thinks of Premier Getty’s Triple-E pro- 
posal. 


Whatever his agenda, it will be interesting 
to see how well the Quebec Senators listen. 
If Waters opposes the “distinct society” 
clause, included for Quebec in the Meech 
Lake Accord (1.2b), and tries to change the 
principle of bilingualism that has been carried 
on in the Accord, he may have some prob- 
lems.

even more so. Its Senators are not in a 
position to give up what has been gained for 
their province.

Getty says they will jump at the chance now 
that we have taken the first step. The com- 
bined effort of all provinces will force 
changes to the Senate. 


Ontario too is breaking ground, trying to 
force reform. Rather than holding an election 
to elect Senate nominees, its Premier, David 
Peterson, completely refuses to name any. 
Eventually, when the Senate chamber is 
empty, reform will be necessary. Of course, 
he too is relying on the support of the 
remaining provinces to create the need for 
significant changes. So, for now, Canada has 
two options for seeking reform. Both require 
unanimous support to be effective, yet it is 
unlikely that a split vote can be avoided. 


Assuming A]berta’s grass fire spreads across 
Canada, as Premier Getty anticipates, and 
Canada’s Senate, in time, is an elected body, 
what then? Quebec and Ontario would still 
have 24 senators each, Nova Scotia and New 
Brunswick would each have ten, PEI four, 
Alberta and the rest each six. The territories 
would still have a Senator apiece. If these 
elected Senators wished, if they were not 
committed to the principle of reform, if they 
felt circumstances were not quite right to 
seek re-election, they could decide to remain 
in the Senate until they were 75. The clause 
which permits provincial input into the Senate 
does not ensure any other changes to the 
traditional Senate will be made. 


And any further reform may be difficult. 
Rather than feeling obligated to the federal 
government that appointed them, these Sen- 
ators-of-the-future will feel strongly defensive 
of the provinces that elected them. Move- 
ments to balance the power, significantly 
decreasing that of the central provinces, will 
be even more strongly resisted than perhaps 
they would be now. 


But that clause, which allows provinces to 
nominate their Senators, is, the Meech Lake 
Accord says, in effect only “until the proposed 
amendment” on Senate reform is agreed on 
(25.2). The Accord further says, in section 
50.2a, ”Senate reform, including the role and 
function of the Senate, its powers, the method 
of selecting Senators and representation in 
the Senate” is the top priority in future

constitutional talks, talks that are guaranteed 
to take place each year, also according to 
Meech (50.1). So, whether these Senators 
welcome it or not, they will be the subject of 
conversation, and they may find themselves 
debating a constitutional amendment that 
does force them to seek re-election. 


Of course, they need not pass such a bill. If 
they decide not to, the amendment dies. For 
that matter, any province that objects to the 
shape Senate reform is taking does not have 
to accept it. Refusal to ratify a constitutional 
amendment by even one province defeats 
the amendment. According to the Meech 
Lake Accord, unanimity is a must. 


It is not impossible though. Human nature 
can be surprising. If the provinces feel that 
Senate reform is important enough, necessary 
enough, they will be willing to make some 
compromises. But do they? 

The temporary clause works well. Ontario 
and Quebec may not want to see anything 
more changed. Besides, the political com- 
mentary of Peter Dobell, vice president of 


the Institute for Research on Public Policy, 
suggests that the Senate is reforming itself. 
“Look,” he urges in the April 1989 edition of 
Policy Options, “at how the liberal dominated 
chamber now carefully scrutinizes and criti- 
cizes the bills sent to it from the Conservative 
House of Commons” (29-32). All that is really 
needed is for future Senates to continue to 
use the powers available to them. Conser- 
vative Senates must be as critical of Con- 
servatives in the lower chamber as of Liberals 


lf Canadians want

or, conversely, a Liberal Senate as critical of 
their Liberal brothers as they are now of the 
Conservatives in the House of Commons. If 
the provincial politicians believe this, what 
incentive do they have to pursue further 
changes as zealously as Premier Getty has? 


Public pressure, on the other hand, may 
be the impetus needed to drive reform 
forward, even if Meech fails. Canadians 
decide who does and does not go to Ottawa, 
who does and does not go to the provincial 
capitals. If Canadians want Senate reform, 
Canadians had better get it. And Canadians 
want it. Well, Albertans do. Specifically, just 
over 600,000 Albertans do — that we know. 
Senate reform “captured the imaginations,” 
as Premier Getty says, of 40% of Albertans. A 
request for change perhaps — hardly a 
demand. 


Of course, this assumes that Manitoba, 
New Brunswick, British Columbia, and po- 
tentially Newfoundland can be convinced 
the Meech Lake Accord is not the flawed 
document they believe it is. If any one of 
them fails to ratify the Accord by June, 
constitutionally entrenching the changes — 
made to the 1982 Canada Act, the outlook 
for Senate reform changes. 


* Without Meech, the temporary clause 
that enabled the Albertan Senate election to 
be held would not exist. Waters, if appointed 
before the Accord’s fate is decided, would 
not be able to seek re-election, for elections 
would no longer be legal. He could resign at 
the end of his term and hope to be reap- 
pointed, or he could stay on until his 75th 
birthday, a spokesman for the cause within 
the system. Then he really would be a lone 
voice. Without the Meech Lake Accord, the 
constitutional talks, with Senate reform first 
on the agenda, are not required to take 
place. 

So, how close are we to Senate reform? 
October 16, 1989, Canada’s first Senate elec- 
tion. A day to remember. But a new be- 
ginning? Fleeting visions of Senate reform 
that were glimpsed before this election was 
announced, that may have become meaning- 
ful and acceptable to most provinces, are 
blowing into the haze far ahead of us.

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Disease: get to know me

In October 1988, the University 
Health Services responded to the 
students’ need for more detailed 
and educational information con- 
cerning critical health issues by 
initiating the Student Peers Edu- 
cation Program. Comprised of stu- 
dents from nearly every faculty, this 
formerly inconspicuous group has 
steadily earned recognition on cam- 
pus. 

Originally focusing only on AIDS, 
the program now approaches other 
health topics as a result of arecom- 
mendation from students. It cur- 
rently also deals with alcohol aware- 
ness, sexually transmitted diseases, 
birth control, date rape, breast self- 
examination, and stress manage- 
ment. 

Professors or groups of students 
can book the group to make presen- 
tations to their classes or faculties 
through Health Services. 

Before presenting in front of an 
audience, each peer educator 
undergoes extensive training by 
researching and attending sessions 
held by on and off-campus experts 
on various health matters. The peer 
educators usually present this infor- 
mation through panel and group 
discussions or through participatory 
theatre. 

The peer educators made 
approximately 100 presentations last 
year. All participants are encour- 
aged to openly discuss health issues 
and asked for feedback to improve 
the presentations. Leann Shewchuk, 
after compiling over 1,000 question- 
aires, said that “the students’ re- 
sponse has been extremely positive 
and we have had requests for addi- 
tional presentations as well as infor- 
mation on newer health topics.” 

Another worker, Harpreet Sand- 
hu, described her job as one that is 
“never monotonous because each 
presentation is always different from 
the next and there are many angles 
to work from.” 

The peer educators recently 
attended a full-day seminar with 
representatives from Campus Se- 
curity, the ALCB, and other speakers 
to discuss legal liabilities and other 
issues relating to alcohol use. This is 


a result of alcohol-related misde- 
meanors and deaths on eastern 
campuses which led to a need for 
responsible alcohol use. Sandhu 
mentioned that there are “between 
eight to ten thousand dollars worth 
of alcohol-related vandalisms on 
our campus and most students don't 
realize that the money comes right 
out of our tuition fees.” 

Alcohol awareness is one of the 
topics covered in the group’s first 
newsletter, which is being circu- 
lated on campus. 

Peer educator coordinator Sher- 
rill Berg emphasized the need for 


health education because of pro. 
blems such as the high incidence of 
some sexually transmitted diseases 
on campus. The program’s chal- 
lenge is to change the students’ 
attitude of invincibility and the “this 
will never happen to me” syn- 
drome. 

The peer educator's motto is “get 
to know us - we're here for you” 
and Berg said they “try their best to 
help ease the life of students who 
do not need additional stresses 
from preventable health problems 
with their existing financial, social, 
and' academic pressures.”

Campus crime reduced

Just how safe is your stuff on the 
University of Alberta campus? 
Really now? 

According to Ralph Oliver, Oper- 
ations Manager of Campus Security, 
the percentage of private property 
stolen on campus is down in the 
last few years and it’s still going 
down. 

Most theft of personal property 
are thefts of opportunity. Bikes left 
unlocked for a moment (one per- 
son this year was lucky enough to 
watch his bike being carried away), 
poorly locked Phys. Ed. lockers and 
unattended property in library 
carrels have all been popular tar- 
gets. 

The types of things being stolen 
from the campus has changed over 
the past few years. University pro- 
perty is disappearing less now. 
Thanks to better identification, 
more electronic tie-downs and 
tighter security, electronic equip- 
ment at the University has become 
less attractive to thieves because it 
is harder to sell. The disappearance 
of other technical instruments such 
as Metteler balances (sophisticated 
electronic scales stolen for use in 
the illicit drug trade) has been 


greatly reduced in the past few 
years as well. Mr. Oliver attributes 
this decrease to the incarceration 
of the more active criminals, but 
mostly to increased precautions be- 
ing taken by university depart- 
ments. 


Most things stolen from students 
are unidentifiable, making them 
difficult to trace or to prove owner- 
ship. Leather jackets and textbooks 
are easy to Carry away and easy to 
sell. Students are trustworthy, which 
puts them more at risk and thieves 
are harder to identify because the 
nature of the campus is open and 
accessible. 


Oliver suggest a few precautions 
which would help make your favor- 
ite things less vulnerable. 

—Be more security conscious. If 
you leave for the washroom while 
studying in the library, get someone 
to watch your things. Make sure 
your Phys. Ed. locker is properly 
locked. 

—ldentify your belongings. Write 
your name and ID number in text- 
books, your jacket and whatever 
else you may have to identify. 

Report your stolen and/or lost 
items to Campus Security.

Eat A Bowl Of Tea 
Princess Theatre

I'd have to give this movie a 5.1738 out of 
10. | came away feeling up but that was due 
to the last 50 minutes of an otherwise flat and 
unengaging film. | believe this to be an 
honest effort by director Wayne Wang, but 
he just hasn’t perfected his chosen form of 
expression. 


In this historo-drama-comedy, Wang wants 
to give us a peek at “the original point of 
entry of the Chinese into American family 
life.” This point takes place just after the 
Second World War when a 22 year ban on 
the immigration of Chinese women is lifted 
to allow Chinese-American servicemen to 
bring wives to the States. The tough immi- 
gration laws result in there being a men-to- 
women ratio of about 25 to 1 in the Chinese 
community. Consequently, the community 
has been dying out through attrition. With 
the introduction of the “War Brides Act” in 
1946, an essentially all bachelor society sees 
hope for the continuance of their community 
in their adopted country. But what of the 


hapless individuals upon whose shoulders 
rest the realization of this hope—the young 
newlyweds? 

The movie’s title, Fat a Bowl of Tea, might 
imply “take your medicine” which is the best 
translation of the idiomatic Cantonese ex- 
pression “drink one bowl of tea”, an ex- 
pression derived from the common instruc- 
tions of the traditional herbal physician who 


o’mice an’men gang aft a-gley” fits in this 
case, as well. 

Unfortunately, instead of absorbing usina 
drama of the times, Wang attempts to lighten 
the situation with humour. No, | think the 
humour would work well had the characters 
and events been more believable. For in- 
stance, our main man, Wang Ben Loy, raised 
in New York with his father and sent to China

would give his patients a concoction of herbs 
from which s/he would make a “tea”. It’s 
hard to say if that’s what Wang is getting at, 
but it’s possible because in the film, the high 
expectations of the community are nearly 
thwarted by their own zealousness, and the 
young couple’s fathers fall from having “big 
face” to having “no face.” Perhaps Bob 
Burn’s proverb, “The best laid schemes 


to marry the daughter of his father’s best 
friend, speaks only American-English to 
everybody including his mother and the 
people in the small Chinese village where he 
weds his bride. How in the world do they 
understand him? Not many of the parents of 
my Chinese friends speak or understand 
English. And while we’re on the topic of his 
bride, Mei Oi, she makes a lame attempt to

sound as if she speaks English poorly but, 
from the very first words out of her mouth, 
she sounds like an all-American girl. 

The most unbelievable part of the film is 
the supposed seduction of Ben Loy’s beau- 
tiful but lonely wife by a most unconvincing 
playboy whom, we are expected to believe, 
manages to seduce her after having had a 
couple of innocuous, 45 second encounters 
with her! Nor does the film convincingly 
express the passage of time, which makes it 
impossible to really appreciate the distress of 
Ben Loy and Mei Oi. We are told that Ben 
Loy works very long hours at his job, but he 
always seems fresh and energetic. 

| have often had the experience with 
foreign friends that, upon inviting me over 
for a traditional meal, they believe that they 
must “westernize” the food for me; that is, 
they must modify the traditional recipe to 
make it more palatable to me. They’re wrong. 
It appears to me that Wang did just this in Eat 
A Bow! Of Tea. The whole “feel” of the film is 
too Hollywood and not enough Chinese for 
me. 

As | said at the beginning, the film has the 
right ingredients at the end to make the 
viewer feel good so, if you want a “happy 
ending” movie, take it in. 


Tremors adds orange gore 
to unusual horror film fare

| expected Tremors to be unspeakably 
bad, a sort of Blood Beach II. For anyone 
who’s not familiar with that classic of late 
night television, Blood Beach is the chilling 
tale of a homicidal clam in the sand, and it 
features scenes with people buried up to 
their ankles in sand and screaming piteously 
as, presumably, the beastie consumes them 
from below. There is one scene like this in 
Tremors, but surprisingly enough that scene 
is more a nod to the Blood Beach tradition 
than the norm for this surprisingly enter- 
taining film. 

One can infer all one needs to about the 


Tremors has its share of "Boo!”-type shocks, 
but concentrates mostly on tension of situa- 
tion where each party knows exactly where 
the other is, like a game of chess. The 
creatures themselves are reasonably ‘well 
done and as convincing as a giant slug/louse 
the size of a flatbed could be. All four of 
them die in satisfyingly gruesome ways (es- 
pecially one who inadvertently eats a home- 
made bomb and explodes, showering the 
human survivors with orange gore.) 


Most horror films have cardboard cutout 
protagonists who are as engaging as a rotten 
zucchini. These movies rely on interesting 
villains to generate interest — the Nightmare 
On Elm Street movies are cases in point — 
but this usually leaves the audience in the 
rather unsavoury position of rooting for a 


plot from the poster: there are monsters 
swimming around under the sand in a tiny 
desert community of Perfection (pop. four- 
teen). The phone lines die, the road is blocked 
and the undevoured remainder of the 
community must somehow fight off the 
monsters and escape. It’s pretty standard 
horror film fare, but there are a few touches 
that bring it above the usual level of 
mediocrity. 

Though the people are trapped, it’s a 
pretty large area they’re trapped in, and it’s 
in broad daylight. Most horror films rely on 
murky lighting and stifling, confining hallways 
to create their effect, so it is a change to see 
the survivors perch up on top of their roofs 
while the creatures slither around under- 
neath. It’s like Jaws on land, where it doesn’t 
matter whether you go in the water or not. 


homicidal maniac. Tremors, surprisingly 
enough, has a real protagonist — Kevin 
Bacon (She’s Having a Baby). He injects some 
real personality into a role which is usually 
the stumbling block of horror films: the 
‘average-guy’ hero. His acting isn’t hurt by 
the straightforward and clever script, either. 
Notable also is Michael Gross (Steven Keaton 
in TV’s Family Ties), who does an interesting 
role switch by playing a survivalist with an 
arsenal that could supply Panama. 


Obviously Tremors isn’t Gandhi or The 
Godfather, but as horror films go it’s pretty 
good, and it’s actually pretty entertaining in 
its own right. It’s not a must-see, but if you’ve 
got nothing better to do you might give it a 
look. There’s enough shocks and chuckles to 
make it worth the ninety minutes and the six 
bucks.

My Present Age describes alienation 


The Gateway is not in the habit of reviewing 
books first published in 1984. However, this 
particular book had been overlooked ini- 
tially, and as a result has languished on our 
shelves for quite some time. Not to review at 
all, even this late, would be unfair to the 
publishing company who sent us the book. 


My Present Age 
by Guy Vanderhaeghe 
Macmillan Paperback

Guy Vanderhaeghe’s My Present Age des- 
cribes an individual who is alienated from his 


own society. The theme is acommon enough 
oneir literature, but Vanderhaeghe’s version 
contains moments that elevate the novel 
above the average and into the memorable. 

My Present Age first published in hard- 
cover in 1984 predates the Saskatchewan 
writer’s latest work, Homesick. Ed, the novel’s 
protagonist, has already appeared in two 
stories in Vanderhaeghe’s Man Descending, 
which won the 1982 Governor-General’s 
Award. 

As the novel opens, Ed’s wife Victoria has 
just left him. In response, Ed quits his job and 
spends his days drinking and lounging in bed

while reading childhood adventure stories 
like Kidnapped and Huckleberry Fin. Ed is 
shaken from his lethargy when Victoria asks 
to meet with him and hints at some personal 
trouble. Then she disappears, and the rest of 
the novel relates Ed’s search for her. 

The novel’s weakness lies in its failure to 
take advantage of dramatic moments, and 
therefore it fails to make the story and the 
characters compelling. Relationships that 
should have provided some real tension, 
such as between Ed and the old man who 
lives in the apartment below, fall flat. Ed’s 
comic antics are too mannered to be funny, 
as when Ed serves drinks to Victoria’s friends 
dressed up as a playboy bunny, or when he 
sends the names of her former boyfriends to 
a gay personal’s column. In one scene, Ed has 
what appears to be a heart-attack during a 
important dramatic scene, yet later the reader 
learns that he only thinks he had a heart- 
attack, which weakens the impact of the 
dramatic scene. 

What My Present Age does accomplish 


successfully is to reveal the nature of the 
“present age” and Ed’s position in it. This is 
done by linking Ed’s reminiscences about his 
childhood encounters with the people of 
the present. He is set apart from society just 
as, when a child, he was alienated because of 
his obesity. Unambitious, uninterested in the 
cult of moderation, Ed is a nightmare to his 
friends from his college days, who deify 60’s 
radicalism. And yet, in the 80’s, these same 
friends view devotion to one’s ideals and 
actions, such as Ed’s tracking down of Vic- 
toria, as insanity. 

Also particularly effective is Vander- 
haeghe’s use of the motif of Huckleberry 
Finn, with whom Ed identifies as a victim of 
his society. In one of Ed’s stories, Huck Finn’s 
appearance as a Civil War veteran sweeping 
floors and begging for drinks illustrates Ed’s 
despair with poignance and sympathy. 

While much in this novel does not provide 
for riveting reading, its treatment of a char- 
acter’s relationship with the past saves My 
Present Age trom a cursory dismissal.

Healer, heal thyself. 

A few years ago, after John Lee’s last visit to 
Edmonton, a small notice appeared in the 
entertainment pages that he had died. | 
expect that it was followed by another story 
correcting the first, but | missed it. As a result 
it was a great pleasure indeed to discover 
John Lee’s Healer in the gnu wax bin at CJSR. 

Perhaps he is actually a blues Lazarus, risen 
from the dead by the prayers of the faithful 
and the power of his disciples. And at 
Hooker's last supper, what disciples there 
are. 

On the title track, Carlos Santana works a 
miracle of his own—reproducing Hooker's 
unique style of simultaneously strumming 
and picking his guitar. “I’m In the Mood” 
shows off Bonnie Raitt’s considerable talent 
onslide guitar, and when Hooker and Robert 
Cray both play guitar on “Baby Lee”, who's to 
say which tender pluck or quick strum 
belongs to which fingers? 

Canned Heat, Charlie Musselwhite, Los 
Lobos, and George Thorogood complete 
the rollcall of the faithful, with some ex- 
cellent, understated backing from a handful 


Deja Voodoo 
Live at the Backstage Club in Helsinki, Finland 
Og Records 


Guitarist Gerard Van Herk and drummer 
Tony Dewald, collectively known as Deja 
Voodoo, recently announced the demise of 
their band. On the heels of calling it quits, 
the kings of sludgeability have released Live 
at the Backstage Club in Helsinki, Finland, an 
excellent overview of their long career, 
which documents the accomplishments of 
this unique and very hip band. 


The record features songs from every 
period of their career: from 1982’s ”Monsters 
in My Garage” to 1989’s ”Let Elvis Die.” 
Within that eight-year span, Deja Voodoo 
pioneered and perfected their own distinct 
sound, which they call sludgeabilly. Voodoo 
strips rock and roll to its absolute basics, 
‘removing all of the window dressing to get to 
the primitive energy at the heart of the 
music. Part of their stripped-down sound 
results from their unconventional set-up: 
Van Herk plays a 4-string guitar (minus the 
skinny strings), while Dewald plays without 
cymbals. The effect is a bassy, rumbling 
noise, capped with Van Herk’s caterwauling 
vocal style. 

The style they come up with is best des- 
cribed by liner notes from an early Voodoo 
LP: “rockabilly - blues - punk - psych - garage 
- R&B - surf - country sludge.” Many of these 
styles are represented on Live at the Backstage 
Club. There are some characteristic 12-bar 
rockabilly numbers like “Things With You” 
and the crowd-pleasing “Cheese and Crack- 
ers,” as well as the punk energy of songs like 
“Blast Off” and “My Girlfriend.” 


Most of these songs are available on 
Voodoo’s 5 studio albums, but the live 
renditions are generally superior. The songs 
are quite a bit faster, and Van Herk’s guitar 
sound is more corrosive and, well, sludgy ina 
live setting. Two songs are unavailable else- 
where: “Lonesome Train,” a cover of a 
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The Vinyl Phyle 


very little, not that meaningful lyrical content 
is a hallmark of the electronic genre. Most of 
the tracks reiterate the usual “Hey, you’re 
beautiful and | love you” theme, with the 
exception, perhaps, of "Russian Radio” which 


has some vague, political overtones. 


Naive Art is not totally without its merits, 
however. The tune “If | Ever,” although not 
terribly original, has the potential to be a 
dance club hit as does “Broken Heart.” There 
is also some interesting sampling done on “1 


Don’t Know Why” that makes it worth a 
second listen. A startling track, however, is 
“Fur Michelle,” a piano instrumental that 
demonstrates impressive musical talent, on 
the part of the pianist at any rate. Unfor- 
tunately, “Fur Michelle” would sound more 
appropriate on a K-Tel popular piano collec- 
tion than a dance-oriented album like this 
one. 

For the most part, Red Flag hasn’t done 
anything on Naive Art that hasn’t been done 
before. Given some vocal variation, an acous- 
tic instrument or two, and rhythmic distinc- 
tion between songs, Red Flag could be an 
entertaining and original band. They have 
the talent, they just need new direction, not 
to mention better. production. As for their 
sound as it stands on Naive Art, hardcore 
New Wave fans might get a bang out of it, 
but otherwise, it fails to excite.

athletes travel all over the NWT—an area 
which comprises over one-third of Canada’s 
total land mass—in order to possibly make 
the team in their individual sport. Some of 


_these competing athletes had to travel eight 


and nine hours by plane just to get to their 
venues. It was that important to them. 

They went to play basketball, badminton, 
hockey, gymnastics, and all of the other 
sports which Alaska, the Yukon, the NWT, 
Northern Alberta, and Greenland will com- 
pete in when they gather for the Games at 
Yellowknife, NWT March 11-17. All 1200 
were not chosen to represent the NWT at 
those games, but that isn’t the important 
factor in this whole equation. The important 
question is why they went. They went to 
have fun. 

All too often in sports, and in life for that 
matter, we get caught up in winning and 
making sure that we win, no matter what. 
Unfortunately, some of us take this a little too 
far. What we have got to remember is that 
while it’s nice to win, what is it that we can 
win? All that we win is simply a game. 

This weekend all this was demonstrated to 
me ina very blunt fashion. | had the chance 
to see some__ basketball in a place call Hay 


River, NWT. Before | boarded the plane that 


took me there, | didn’t even know where 


Hay River was.Today | know exactly where it is. 


I’ll remember where it is because while | 
learned a lot about my country’s geography 
up in Hay River, | learned a very valuable 
lesson about sports. That lesson is that we 
have got to think about exactly why we do 
the things we do, so that we can appreciate 
them for what they really are. 

In Hay River two Inuit basketball teams 
showed me that it isn’t important whether or 
not you have played the game all of your life, 
or that you are good enough to make the 
NWT team, or that you are even good 
enough to play on a university-level team. 
They played simply because they loved the 
game. 

These Inuit teams don’t like all of the 
basketball complexities involved in our inter- 
pretation of the game. Complexities which 
involve setting up fancy offences, and run- 
ning plays which were designed by coaches 
who have PhDs. What these two teams 
enjoyed was simply dribbling down the 
court and shooting. And jumping, they love 
to jump. After shooting and jumping they’d 
run back down to play defence, and then 
they’d jump some more. Sometimes the ball 
would go in, but more often, the shots were 


air balls. Sometimes when they would jump 
they would get a rebound, but sometimes 
the shot went in. It didn’t matter—they were 
just having a lot of fun. The Inuit teams 
couldn’t play as good a game of basketball as 
the white teams could, but it didn’t really 
matter to them. They could have just as 
much fun as the best team at that tournament 
could, or the best in the world for that 
matter. 

This weekend those two Inuit teams from 
the arctic showed me that what matters is 
that there is fun in the game. To the surprise 
of no one, the Inuit teams both ended up 
being tied for last place in the tournament. 
None of their players were selected for the 
NWT team. They may have not been able to 
win anything, or to make any of.the teams, 
but the members of those two teams had 
more fun than any of the other ones that 
were there. They emphasized that the 
Operative word in sports is play. Why is it that 
so many of us miss this when we play? Why is 
it that people like these two Inuit teams, who 
hardly play the game as much as we do, are 
able to know more about it than we do?

Near the end, it almost looked 
like the University of Alberta hockey 
squad was going to steal the Face 
Off ‘90 show against city rivals, 
NAIT Ooks. 

Despite falling behind by three 
goals, the Golden Bears battled to 
tie the game.

With the game sandwiched in

the Bear coaching staff decided to 
rest a couple of the veterans giving 
some of the younger players a 
chance to compete in their first 
Face Off game. 


“| was a little bit scared out 
there,” said forward Jason Rankin. 
“I’m not used to playing in front of 
that many people.” 


It was the Bears’ first loss in the 
Face Off series since 1986. As much 
as the Bears have dominated the 
overall series (four wins, two losses), 
the Ooks were overpowering in 
this year’s charity event for Ronald 
McDonald House.

There wasa strong showing from 
the predominantly rookie Uni- 
versity of Alberta Track and Field 
Team at the Golden Bear Invita- 
tional held last weekend at the 
Butterdome. This meet, still early in 
the season, witnessed strong per- 

_formances and many personal bests 
from rookies and veterans alike. 

“It’s early in the season so our 
athletes haven’t peaked yet. This is 
preparation for Canada West Con- 
ference and CIAUs. The personal 
bests achieved by many of our 
athletes show we are building to- 
wards a good performance at Con- 
ference” says Team Captain Jason 
Chamney. Chamney did not com- 

pete last weekend due to recent 
illness. 

Coach Ted King was also pleased 
with the performances at the meet. 
“It’s a really good start for the year. 
We have a fine group of young 
athletes who could, if they contiue 
to improve, do extremely well.” 

Among U of A’s strong per- 
formances include hurdler, 
All-Canadian Carmelle Hunka who 
took first place in the 60m hurdles 
in 8.79seconds, easily making quali- 
fying standards for both CIAU and 
CTFA‘of 9.24 and 9.15 respectively. 
“V’m happy to come first. My start 
was good but my hips dropped on 
the third and fourth hurdles and |

didn’t feel fast, but | worked hard 
off the last one. My personal best 


is 8.73 so it was not a bad race” said 
Hunka. Hunka also finished first in 


the 400m race with a personal best 
indoors of 57.70. 

King was pleased. “It’s a decent 
400m indoors—good for when we 
will be hitting the hurdles very hard 
for her 400m hurdles. Hopefully 
we'll get her going through without 
touching any of the hurdles” said 
King. 

Panda rookie Sara Waterton came 
fourth in the women’s 300m in 
41.14 second, only one tenth of a 
second away from CIAU qualifying 
standard. Sara looked in control 
and looked like she was enjoying it. 
I’m very pleased for her.” said King. 

The men’s 1000m had a more 
than close finish with Golden Bear 
Rob Swartz just edging out Calgary 
Thunder Bolt Doug Wournell to 
take first place in 2:29.17 to Wour- 
nell’s 2:29.30. “I hadn’t wanted to 
take the lead until 500 or 600m in, 
but the pace was so slow off the 
start that | had to lead after the first 
lap. At 400m | was through at 57 
seconds. | am really pleased that | 
was able to pick up the pace and 
split faster in the last half” says 
Swartz. “Rob toughed it out—a 
very good job.” said King. 

Names Aldridge and Metao Ayala 
also showed well for us in the same 
race,” added King.

Aldridge and Ayala, both rookies, 
achieved personal bests in the 
1000m. ”It was a slow grinding race, 
with a lot of pushing,” said Ayala as 
he showed off a spike cut on the 
shin sustained during the race. ”For 
the first race of the season it wasn’t 
bad. It shows where you’re de- 
ficient. | have to work on my speed, 
but | feel strong,” said Ayala. 

Veteran Panda Sherry Heschuk 
jumped 10.99m in the women’s 
triple jump, only one centimetre 
away from CIAU qualifying stan- 
dards. “It’s not a personal best so 
there is potential hanging in the 
rafters,” said Heschuk. 

The women’s long jump wit- 
nessed a new indoor provincial 
record set by Nancy Gillis from 
Edmonton’s Capital City Track Club 
of 5.96m. University of Saskat- 
chewan Huskie Vanessa Monar 
took first in the long jump with a six 
metre jump, while Panda Jane Cox 
came third with 5.72m. All three 
easily making 5.48m qualifying stan- 
dards for CIAU. 

"There were five performances 
wearing the U of A uniform. People 
showed that it mattered—they ran 
well,” said King.

To honour Miss Maimie Shaw Simpson, first Dean of Women at the University of 
Alberta, an award to be known as "The M.S.S. Book Prize” may be awarded.

The Tevie Miller Involvement Award was established to recognize the outstanding 
commitment and dedication to the Honorable Associate Chief Justice Tevie H. Miller. 
Justice Miller was a Students’ Union President. Subsequent to convocation, Justice 
Miller continued his involvement as President of the Alumni Association, and in 1980 
was elected as a member of the University Senate. In 1986, Tevie Miller was elected 
Chancellor of the University of Alberta. 


To qualify for this award, a student must: 
be an active member of a club or association at the University of Alberta:

Hilda Wilson Volunteer Recognition Award 


The Hilda Wilson Memorial Volunteer Recognition Award was established to 
recognize qualities of congeniality and humanitarian dedication. At age 57, Hilda 
Wilson entered the Faculty of Law after two years in the Faculty of Arts at the 
University of Alberta. Unsurpassed in her dedication to her fellow students, Hilda’s 
enthusiasm and energetic confidence as a volunteer endeared her to many. 


To qualify for this award, a student must: 
be a volunteer member of a Students’ Union, University of Alberta or community 
service organization; demonstrate a sincere dedication to others.

Each year, the Students’ Union shall award a student with a gold medal for 
excellence in curricular and non-curricular activities while at the University of 
Alberta. The student will also be awarded one thousand dollars ($1,000.00) by the 
Students’ Union. 


Selection shall be made on the basis of faculty and student submissions of 
applications to the Selection Committee for the Students’ Union Award for Excellence 
no later than the first Friday of every March. The Committee shall meet within two (2) 
weeks to select the winner. 


To qualify for this award, candidates must: 

be in the graduating year of their most recent degree programme; have attained a 
minimum Grade Point Average of 7.5 in ten (10) full courses, or their equivalent, taken 
within the previous two (2) years; be involved in extra-curricular activities in the 
University and/or community; demonstrate an ability to work well with students, staff, 
and the general public. 


The Committee’s decision shall be announced at the Students’ Council meeting 
immediately following the selection of the winner and shall also be published in The 
Gateway. The Vice-President (Academic) shall publish-a press release announcing 
the winner. : 


The award shall be presented by the Incoming Students’ Union President to the 
winner at his/her Convocation in the year in which he/she is selected. 


The Awards of the Students’ Union, with the exception of the Students’ Union Award of Excellence 
consist of a $400 monetary prize, a $150 gift certificate redeemable at the bookstore of the winner’s 
choice and a finely crafted plaque that can be cherished for many years. Each applicant is required to 
submit 2 letters of reference and a 200 word statement explaining why she/he is qualified for the award 
applied for.

L’ ACCORD 
DU LAC MEECH

L’accord du Lac Meech est un sujet qui me 
préoccupe beaucoup ces temps-ci, Je deviens de plus 
en plus enragé au fur et 4 mesure que j’en connais 
davantage.

Pour ce 
qui est de sa famille, eh bien ses parents 
sont aussi franco-manitobains et elle a un 
frére qui est devenu un Québécois. 

En 1972, elle obtient un baccalauréat 
en éducation a l’Université de Calgary.

Jean. C’est un emploi a temps partiel 
qu’elle occupera jusqu’en 1981 pour en- 


suite devenir professeur 4 temps plein 
toujours 4 la Faculté Saint-Jean. Entre 
temps, en 1978 - pour étre plus précis - 
elle termine une maitrise en éducation 4 
l’Université de l’Alberta. Etant donné 
son gofit pour les recherches, ses études 
ne s’arrétent pas lA. En 1984, elle fait son 
doctorat. 


En plus des cours qu’elle enseigne tels 
CUME en études sociales a 1*élémentaire 
et au secondaire, elle fait beaucoup de 
recherches.

SIMONE DESILETS 


Dynamisme, enthousiasme, sourire 
communicateur, accueil, voila 
quelques-unes des qualités se rappor- 
tant 4 Mme Simone Désilets, qualités 
qui vous attirent tout de suite, qui vous 
insitent 4 la connaitre davantage. 
Dionne et_Dupont a fait cette ren- 
contre pour vous et a essayé de saisir ce 
qui pouvait peut-étre promouvoir cette 
énergie soutenue. 

Née le 10 mars 1958 4 Bonnyville 
en Alberta, elle est la cinquitme d’une 
famille de huit enfants. Ses parents 
originaires de 1’Alberta, encour- 
ageaient fortement l’usage du francais 
4 la maison malgré l’importance gran- 
dissante de l’anglais. 

En 1980 elle compléte un 
baccalauréat en éducation a la Faculté 
Saint-Jean. Aussit6t ses études 
terminées, la Commission scolaire 
catholique d’Edmonton lui offre un 
emploi comme suppléante. Ou, du 
jour au lendemain, elle débute sa 
carriére d’enseignante a 1’élémentaire. 
Pendant 8 ans, elle enseigne surtout en 
deuxiéme année et aussi au niveau de 
la troisitme et quatriéme année dans le 
programme d’immersion. 

1988 représente en quelque sorte 
l'année des changements. Tout 
d’abord elle compléte une maitrise en 
pédagogie/ curriculum et 
méthodologie 4 Eugene aux USA. 
Puis en septembre de la méme année, 
elle obtient un poste comme adjointe a 
l’administration dans le secteur de 
pédagogie. Cette année elle est re- 
sponsable de la pratique A 


l’enseignement. Elle fait donc un peu de 
travail administratif, elle s’occupe surtout 
de la supervision des stagiaires. Entre 
autres, son réle consiste 4 assigner une 
école 4 chacun des stagiaires (au nombre 
de 75 cette année) et 4 faire les évalu- 
ations. De plus elle a enseigné un CUME 
de mathématiques a la session d’automne 
et enseigne maintenant: Enseignement 
pretique 200. 

Grace a ses expériences et a ses recher- 
ches tirées de son vécu et de sa réalité, elle 


permet aux étudiants de grandir et 
d’accroitre leurs connaissances. 

Le milieu €lémentaire lui étant d’un 
trés grand intérét, elle aimerait Eventu- 
ellement retourner a l’enseignement afin 
de pouvoir approfondir les nouvelles 
techniques apprises lors de sa maitrise, 
prendre de l’expérience au niveau de la 
cinquiéme et de la sixiéme année. 


Son besoin de se perfectionner ne 
s’arréte pas 14. En effet, elle aimerait bien 
faire des études en Europe. L’été pro- 
chain, peut-étre.? Et pourquoi ne pas en 
profiter pour satisfaire cette curiosité 
qu’ elle a face a la langue allemande. ' 

En attendant, quand elle veut relaxer 


et s’€loigner de la routine, elle aime bien 
prendre des marches dans le ravin, lire des 
biographies, des auteurs canadiens, jouer 
du piano... 


Mélodie envofitante, paroles réfléchies... 

Son oreille attentive et son oeil vigilant 
demeurent trés réceptifs 4 tout ce que 
vous pouvez dire ou faire. 


Ce don de parler, d’écouter, de part- 
ager, de donner lui permet de se rappro- 
cher des gens, des enfants en particulier. 
Elleest fascinée par leur honnéteté etleur 
sincérité et trouve intéressantde constater 
la compréhension de ce qu’ils entendent. 


Simone Désilets nous raconte cette an- 
ecdote vécue dans ses premiéres années 
d’enseignement: “ J’avais demandé a 
mes éléves de me parler de leur*famille, 
mais eux m’ont demandé de parler de ma 
famille. Alors, je leur ai dit:” Je suis 
d’une famille de huit. Nous sommes huit 
enfants la maison.” Eux ontcompris que 
javais huit enfants, car d’aprés eux, 
j/avais le méme Age que leurs parents. A 
la premiere rencontre avec les parents, un 
parent qui me regardait un peu de travers 
me demande _enfin:“ Etes-vous Mme 
Desilets ? “ Je réponds que oui.
